Shaking: her 
by the arm, ‘he ordered her to leave 
with him under penalty of death. -The 
girl refused, and Sarali attacked her 
with a razor, stabbing her ten times 
and almost .severing htr left wrist. Then 
he escaped when neighbors ran to: the 
girl’s aid, and hid for several hours in 
the neighboring woods, being: captured 
only after a long chase by a posse of 
citizens and township- police 

The girl.is- still in a tritical condition, 
but may ‘recover.

terflies flying -about/ and many more 
butterflies lying dead on the snow, hay- 
ing apparently. been overtaken by cold 
during the preceding night. 

One climber described the summit of 
the. Weisshorn as looking like a carpet 
worked with -most beautiful colors. 
Never do ‘Alpiniste remember, such a va- 
riety of bright-colored*butterflies in the 
high mountains as this year. 

Glaciers » and _ torrents continue de- 
scending in huge waterfalls, and had 
there been” heavy snowfalls last Winter 
the present heat might have made them 
déstroy many villages in the ‘valleys.

Goldman evinced a desire to arrange a 
meeting .now with Johnny Kilbane for 
the featherweight title. The bantam 
champion's business director is confident 
Herman can pare the veteran Kilbane. 


Goldman said he’ was willing to fenter- 
tain a featherweight titié match to°a 
decision, preferably in this city or Cleve- 
and, Kilbané's home town, or any place 
in the country where official decisions 
are permitted. Under no circumstances, 
Goldman, said, would: he consent to a 
bout with Kil bane unless it was an of- 
ficial decision. 

Herman will be prepared to defend his 
title. within a month in this city, if 

suitable inducements are offered for a 
match against a worthy’ foe. The cham- 
pion is eager for work, and Goldman 
is prepared to arrange whatever matches 
might have an element of appeal to the 
boxing public. The manager~said, he 
had- no definite plans forthe immediate 
future,.and had not. accepted any of the 
numerous offers submitted to him for 
Herman’s services in ring engagements. 
Goldman .stated he regarded Lynch as 
the next best of the present crop of 
bantamweights, and atided he was pre- 
pared to arrange a return meeting when 
Lynch is ready. 

Lynch was about his usual haunts yes- 
terday as chipper as ever, despite 
his loss of. the title. The; popular 
west side ba weight felt the loss of 
his title, but’regarded it as an event in 
the course of his ring life, and started 
looking forward expectantly to a return 
meeting with Herman. Lynch-has a tre- 
mendous following on the west side, and 
his popularity. has not suffered as a 
corisequence of the late battle. When 
he left his home in Forty-seventh Street, 
between Eighth and Ninth Avenues, last 
Monday night he was cheered on his 
way to the battle centre by a salvo from 
all’ sides and ‘the good wishes of neigh- 
bors,, who craned necks out of windows 
and shouted their encouragement. The 
siren of the fire engine in the house just 
off Eighth Avenue cnrieked. its message 
oe. good chéer, too. Upon his return 

Lynch found a similar ovation awaiting 
him, despite the reverse he had suffered. 
His friends are confident he is‘ Herman’s 
master, and Lynch himself has an un< 
swervable; confidence fn his ability to 
beat the Crescent City Italian.

Gather at Glen Cove for the 
Start of the New York Yacht 
Club Event Today.

GLEN COVE, L. I., July 26.—This 
usually quiet harbor was a scene of an- 
imation today as the sloops, schooners 
and power. craft-which tomorrow are to 
start on the ten-day cruise of the New 
York. Yacht Club to Newport came 
stréaming in to drop anchor off the yacht 
club station. Many of the sailing craft 
came in Under tow,, the skippers not 
wishing to run the risk of wet sails from 
the showers gathering over the New 
York shore, and heading for this side. 
Racing for the’ port-to-port cups starts 
ta the morning, and wet canvas is not 
conducive to speed. 

Not much wind stirred here ‘today ex- 
cept late in the afternoon, when a squall, 
short-lived, but heavy while it lasted, 
swept across the harbor, shutting out 
the boats. in: momentary darkness, and 
driving the water far up the shore, 

Just before 6 o’clock Commodore J. P. 
Morgan’s black clipper built steam 
yacht Corsair, flagship of the -yacht 
club squadron, appeared in the offing, 
to steam slowly into her anchorage off 
the breakwater. Exactly at 6 o'clock, 
as the first stroke of four bells, de- 
noting the hour, sounded on the Corsair, 
the anchor. was let go and the flagship’s 
cynnon cracked out with the salute of 
ine commodore ‘to his squadron.

The commiasion produced evidence. 
to support this conclusion: Formerly 
one of the worst pellagra foci In South 
Carolina was Spartan Mills, a section 
of the City of Spartanburg. Scores of 
persons in a community of 2,0Uu were 
attacked every year until a modern 
sewerage, system was built. In the fol- 
lowing twelve ‘months. only one new 
cage occurred, that of a woman who 
lived with a chronic pellagra sufferer. 
In both its reports the commikgion 
stated that pellagra was more preva- 
lent among the poor and ill-nourished, 
‘but typical cases were found among the 
well-to-do and well fed, wRich would 
seem. to sfistain the theory of infec- 
tion. Pellagra does not occur so often 
in tenant farmers’ shouscholds as 
among the operatives of mill villages 
and theif families. By far the greatest 
number of victims are women, and 
children, especially those employed in 
housework. In 85 per cent. of the 
cases investigated the victims were 
people ‘of small earnings. Their im-’ 
ited tise of fresh meats and vegetables, 
their consumption of cured and salted 
pork, predisposed them to the disease. 

Whatever the'real cause of pellagra, 
and whether it; can be arrested by diet 
or by sanitary reform, ,or both, the 
Public Health Service announces that 
there are thousands of sufferers in the 
Cotton States, and that although the 
worst is over for this year, preventive 
measures must'be taken against a 
‘more seridus condition. next year.
